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Ernakulan, India.—Despite the in- 
tense nationalist propaganda in India, 
which puts obstacles in the way of the 
Christian missionaries, it is interest- 
ing to note that in the last decade the 
Christian population has recorded an 
increase of 32.6 per cent, while the 
general rate of increase was only 10.6 
per cent. And of the Christian popu- 
lation about one-half are Catholics, 

The Christian population of India in 
1921 was 4,496,968, while the 1931 
figure is 5,951,704. In South India, 
Catholics number approximately 2,- 
150,000. In Northern and Western 
India they number 600,000. Portu- 
guese and French India have a Cath- 
olic population of 326,000, while there 
are about 500,000 in Burma and Cey- 
lon. 

Christians form the third largest 
group in India, Hindus and Moham- 
medans occupying first and second 
places respectively. Sikhs come next 
to the Christians, their number being 
4,366,442.
